The  Apostle  Poul  was  a  man  of  resolute  purpose, 
before  as  well  as  after  his  conversion.  He  was  a  stranger 
to  half-way  measures.  With  him  it  was  all  or  nothing. 
When  he  opposed  Christianity,  he  did  so  to  an  alarming 
degree.  But  when  he  surrendered  to  God,  the  same  fervor 
and   devotion   charocterized   him. 

Hence  he  could  write, "for  to  me  to  live  is  Christ."  'I 
count  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excellence  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord."  "I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus," 

This  is  the  secret  of  success.  To  succeed,  one  must 
have  a  sure  foundation,  and  one  must  steadfastly  pro- 
ceed to  a  cleorly  defined  goal.  This  is  true  of  institutions; 
it  is  true  of  men.  Toronto  Bible  College  was  born  of  a 
goodly  heritage,  and  established  on  the  Rock  of  Ages. 
Her  aim  has  been  constant:  to  magnify  the  precious 
Word  of  God;  and  faithfully  to  instruct  young  people 
therein. 


As  another  class  is  about  to  graduate,  and  os  these 
splendid  young  people  go  forth  at  their  Captain's  com- 
mand, the  prospect  is  bright.  True,  the  obstacles  will 
be  many.  It  has  well  been  said  that  one  can  tell  when 
he  is  on  the  right  rood — it  is  upgrade.  But,  "if  God  be 
for  us,  who  can  be  against  us?"  Did  not  He  say,  "all 
power  is  given   unto  Me  .   .   .   lo,    I  am  with  you  alway?" 

Let  us  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  warfore 
to  which  we  have  been  called  differs  diametrically  from 
physical  combat.

Dr.  Boehmer  was  born  in  Kitchener.  After  grad- 
uating from  Moody  Bible  Institute  in  1933  he 
served  as  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Water- 
loo; from  1943-57  he  was  pastor  of  Calvary  Asso- 
ciated Gospel  Church,  Toronto.  In  1955  he  re- 
ceived a  D.D.  degree  from  Wheaton  College.  He 
came  to  Toronto  Bible  College  as  President  in 
1963;  in  addition  he  also  teaches  second-year 
homiletics. 

As  President  he  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  College,  and  is  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
College  in  accordance  with  the  principles  on  which 
it  was  founded. 

Internally,  he  formulates  plans  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  for  the  operation  and  future  de- 
velopment of  the  College  Externally,  he  repre- 
sents the  College  and  otherwise  establishes  such 
contact  with  friends  of  the  school  as,  in  his  judg- 
ment, is  in  the  interest  of  the  College.

REV.  ROBERT  B.  STRIMPLE,  B.D.,  Th.M. 

Mr.  Strimple  was  born  in  Delaware.  After  receiving 
his  B.A.  from  the  University  of  Delaware,  he  grad- 
uated from  Westminster  Theological  Seminary, 
Philadelphia,  with  his  B.D.  in  1959.  In  1965  he 
received  his  Th.M.  from  this  same  seminary.  In 
1961  he  came  to  T.B.C.  as  lecturer  in  Theology, 
Christian  Ethics,   and  Apologetics. 

This  year  he  was  appointed  Dean  of  Faculty.  This 
charge  involves  giving  leadership  to  the  whole  edu- 
cational program.  Working  under  the  President, 
he  is  responsible  in  the  areas  of  curriculum  devel- 
opment, faculty  assignments,  and  in  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  teaching  departments.  In  the  present 
organizational  structure  the  offices  of  Registrar, 
Dean  of  Students,  Director  of  Christian  Service,  and 
Librarian  all  fall  within  the  area  of  the  Dean's  re- 
sponsibilities. During  this  past  school  year  his  most 
important  single  project  has  been  the  supervision 
of  the  self-evaluation  study  required  by  the  Ac- 
crediting Association  of  Bible  Colleges. 


REV.  DOUGLAS  C.  PERCY 

Born  and  raised  in  Toronto,  Mr.  Percy  graduated 
from  Toronto  Bible  College  in  1936.  After  serving 
as  pastor  at  Little  Britain,  Ont.,  for  two  years,  he 
and  Mrs.  Percy  went  to  Africa  under  the  Sudan  In- 
terior Mission.  Upon  returning  to  Canada  in  1949, 
Mr.  Percy  served  the  college  as  a  part-time  lec- 
turer.
